REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the citizens of the Town and School District of Auburn: 


Your school board has had the advantage the present 
year of a better acquaintance with the schools, their needs 
and the teachers employed, and thus, being better able to 
judge of the work done and the results attained by the in- 
dividual teacher and scholar, can justly ape th a gain on the 
successful work of a year ago. 

In nearly every case, our teachers have been earnest and 
faithful. 

As was reported last year, we were pleased with the gen- 
eral desire of the scholars to make the best use of their time, 
and have been especially gratified to see that, desire more 
manifest, particularly in two schools which we felt were not 
quite up to the standard. In our opinion it is not always the 
scholar who makes the best showing at a school examina- 
tion who is most worthy of praise. 

We find the best order in those schools whose teachers 
furnish every pupil with a sufficient amount of work, and 
cause such interest in the performance of it, that none find 
time to attend to anything else. 

We recommend our teachers to study the educational liter- 
ature of the day, that they may have a better understanding 
of the principles of teaching and the best methods of making 
the subject taught, clear to ‘their pupils. 

There has been a decided improvement in the reading in 
some of the schools and we hope during the coming year 
all will attain the same degree of excellence. 

The use of the Spelling Blanks, and the time spent in 
writing exercises have been a great benefit to the scholars, 
and those teachers who have respected our wishes in this 
work have our thanks. 

The roll of honor is lower than last year, owing in part to 


_ the sickness during the summer term in No, 2 and the Bunk- 


er Hill school, and the unusual amount of rainy weather 
during the fall schools. 

The percentage of daily attendance, for the year, as last 
year, was highest in No. 6. Bunker Hill school stands the 
same forthe fall term. Regular and punctual attendance, 
whenever consistent with health, is not for the good of the 
school alone, but they result in the formation of a habit that 
is to materially affect the pupil’s future. 


citizens would take that additional interest which would 
make them more frequent callers, thereby giving encourag 
ment to the teachers, confidence to the scholar to recite ‘ 
fore company,’ and themselves a better knowledge of their 
school from personal observance of its every day work. — 

We have economized as far as advisable in regard to the 
wages paid our teachers, and the general expenses of the 
schools. ‘Cwenty-one weeks for the school year has been the 
result. We could do much better work if we could have 
money enough for three terms.
